I. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 10-22, 24-27, 30-45, 47-76 drawn to an adapter display system 
feature the use of a genetic package that is a virus (e.g. phage), expression vectors 
and helper vectors for use in the system, kits, host cells, methods of displaying a 
polypeptide on the surface of the genetic package, a genetic package displaying a 
fusion polypeptide, libraries comprising the genetic package, methods of 
determining the presence of a specific interaction or desired trait, classified in class 
435, subclasses 5, 235.1. 

II. Claims 1, 3-4, 8-19, 21, 23-24, 28-44, 46-76 drawn to an adapter display system 
feature the use of a genetic package that is a cell, expression vectors and helper 
vectors for use in the system, kits, host cells, methods of displaying a polypeptide 
on the surface of the genetic package, a genetic package displaying a fusion 
polypeptide, libraries comprising the genetic package, methods of determining the 
presence of a specific interaction or desired trait, classified in class 435, subclasses 
29,252.3. 

III. Claims 1, 3-4, 8-19, 21, 23-24, 28-44, 46-76, drawn to an adapter display system 
feature the use of a genetic package that is a spore, expression vectors and helper 
vectors for use in the system, kits, host cells, methods of displaying a polypeptide 
on the surface of the genetic package, a genetic package displaying a fusion 
polypeptide, libraries comprising the genetic package, methods of determining the 
presence of a specific interaction or desired trait, classified in class 435, subclass 4. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants hereby elect without traverse Group 
I, which consists of claims 1-2, 4-7, 10-22, 24-27, 30-45, 47-76.
